Travel and Rumor 


EPORTS HAVE REACHED CANADIAN 
travel officials and tourist agencies 
that rumors are spreading throughout the 
United States suggesting that food is 
rationed in the Dominion and that gasoline 
has gone up to the prohibitive price of 90 
cents a gallon, Neither rumor, of course, 
has the slightest foundation of truth.

Three hundred and fifty pages 
of pictures and printing, record- 
ing in a unique manner the visit 
to Canada of Their Majesties 
King George and Queen Elizabeth, 
in May and June, have been com 
pleted by Hubert Lethaby of Vic 
toria, and are now in the British 


Columbia Archives at the Parlia-| 


ment Buildings. 

The record is unique in that it 
contains 450 signatures, including 
most of the people who met Their 
Majesties and took part in func- 
tions in honor of the Royal Couple 
in all parts of the Dominion, as 
well as many people who played 
minor roles in the memorable 
occasion. 

The record started while Their 
Majesties were still in Canada 
and, after many months of trying 
work, has now been completed. 


INDIAN ENCAMPMENT 


The last section to be completed 
was the Indian encampment at 
Calgary which Their Majesties 
visited on May 26. The section 
includes four pages of pictures of 
the King and Queen with the 
Indian chiefs, their families and 
members of their tribes. 

The pages were prepared by 
Mr. Lethaby, with spaces left for 
the signatures or marks of the 
chiefs below each They were 
sent to C. Pant Schmidt, inspector 
of Indian Agencies, Alberta in- 
spectorate, who visited each tribe 
and had the chiefs in the pictures, 
sign the sheets or, in the case of 
not being able to write, put a 
cross 

Eighteen different chiefs and 
minor chiefs have put their mark 
on the record. Many interesting
